Action on International Arbitration and 


Emlrrmtloa Prom Kuropc. 


LO.VDOS, Aug. J.—The Socialist and 


Traded congress later adopted, after a 
little discussion, the report of the com- 
mittee ou organization, favoring the 
establishment of a permanent interna- 
tional committee and international bu- 
reau of information, and recommend- 
ing -in view of the great emigration of 
Europeans to America, enabling con- 
centrated capitalism to reduce wages 
and overcome the workmen's resistance 
of oppression and degradation, that ar- 
rangements be made to distribute to 
emigrants Socialist literalure and infor- 
mation in various languages to enable 
them to join the organization." 


A discussion of the abolition of stand- 
ing armies and the substitution for 
them of international arbitration was 
then discussed lengthily. Many of the 
delegates opposed the abolition of the 
standing armies, claiming it would 
place the proletariat more in the power 
of the upper classes. 


An English delegate, Mrs. Black, 


dwelt upon the importance of the pros- 
pective arbitration between the United 
States and Great Britain and proposed 
that the congress "send word to those 
wretched fellows, Salisbury and Olney, 
that the congress insists upon this arbi- 
tration." 
Mrs. Black's proposal was 


not adopted. 


The report of the commission was 


then passed in favor of the abolition of 
the standing armies aud the establish- 
ment of a national, citizen force, and 
in favor of the establishment of a tri- 
bunal of arbitration, whose decision 
should be final and whose duties it 
should be to regulate disputes between 
nations.

FORTY-SEVEN KILLED 


And Nearly as Many More Are 


Seriously Injured. 


WITH THE DEAD AND DYING. 


aoy Heartrending Scenes at the Sani- 
tarium, Where the Victims of the 


Hull road Wreck Lay — Coro- 


ner's Jury In 


ATLANTIC CITY, Aug. 1 .—Forty-seven 


dead and 43 injured. These are the fig- 
ures on rhe appalling railroad disaster 
on the Meadows. Of these 40 have 
been identified. Three of the unidenti- 
fied were men aud three women. The 
odd one consists of an arm to whioh no 
body has been found. 


A nnsr was found on a finger of one 


of the uiiidentifk-d women bearing the 
inscription, "O. to L" Of the vic- 
tims Spaulding, Cheney and Eliner 
Wentzel died at the Sanitarium, 


A heartrending scene occurred at the 


Sanitarium. 
A fine-looking business 


man, well dressed, came in and asked if 
his little girl was there. He gave his 
name as Martin B. Loper of Yorktowii, 
N. J. The child was Reva, aged 12 
years. Together with an attendant he 
went from cot to cot, despair deepening 
on his face aa the search proved fruit 
less, for this probably meant that the 
child was among the dead. 


Finiiily he caught sight of a tiny shoe. 


His face grew still paler, if such were 
possible. "That's my girl's shoe," he 
cried in a broken voice. "Here's a 
stocking," baid an attendant. Grasping 
the little pieco of cloth he almost fran- 
tically cried: "Yes, that's hers, but it 
can'r be, it can't be; my poor child 
must be alive." 


It was then that the attendant pro- 


duced a tiny yellow garter. There was 
a dazed look in the father's eye as he 
saw it; then suddenly clasping his 
hands to his face he sobbed : "My God. 
it's my Beva,1' and sank with a gasp in 
a chair, completely overcome by grief. 


The scene at tho sanitarium, where 


most of the injured are being cared for, 
is pitiful in the extreme. 
At the bed- 


side of nearly every victim sits sobbing 
friends, hoping forthebest but in many 
cases waiting for death. William Spald- 
ing of Philadelphia, who is iii a critical 
condition, sant to a woman relative at 
the St. Charles hotel this message: 


"Come and see me die." 
She sits at his bedside. 
At noon the coroner empanelled B 


jury to inquire into the disaster. 
It 


consisted of six of Atlantic City's 
wealthiest and most prominent citizens. 


When the jury reached the impro- 


vised morgue at the old excursion house 
it was completely surrounded by an 
immense crowd of the morbidly curious 
who (trowded about every available en- 
trance and window, and peered at the 
48 boxes of all shapes, styles and sizes 
in which the mangled bodies lay en- 
cased in ice. 


It required fully one hour for the 


jury to complete its task aud immedi- 
ately afterward an adjournment was 
made until 4 p. m., when a special train 
took the jury to the scene of tho trag- 
edy. 


Of the injured it is more than prob- 


able that four or five will die. Many of 
the others aro injured only superfi- 
cially. 


The investigation into the cause of 


the collision and the fixing of the re- 
sponsibility has begun in earnest. Cor- 
oner MoLaughlin impanelled a jnrv. 
Tho party was augmented by several 
lawyers, railroad and police ofiicials and 
a group of newspaper men. 


The scone was very different from 


that of Thursday night. Tho relief 
gangs had done effective work. Both 
tracks were now clear. There is an im- 
pression that under the mass of debris 
six more bodies lie. 
The jury made an 


exhaustive examination of tno ground 
and devoted considerable time to the in- 
spection of the signals. 


George F. Hunger, who has charge of 


the tower and who is now under arrest, 
has made several statements to the po- 
lice. He told thorn he saw both trains 
coming when both wero, sufficiently far 
away to admit of tho full display of 
signals, but as the west Jersey was the 
nearest ho gavo the Rrading tho red 
light mid signalled to tho train to come 
ahead. Tho Reading, however, never 
slackened speed but came on. 


Aftor vie>vj!ig_the. pround tl 


ner's jury again senaraffed for tEe day. 


All the dead so iar found and identi- 


fied were removed to their former 
homes. The first train used for this 
purpose left the West Jersey station at 
a :10 p. m. for Bridgeton. 
It carried 38 


bodies. The remaining corpses were 
sent on later trains. One woman, whose 
identification was established by her 
clothing, was decapitated in the wreck 
and her head was found at a consider- 
able distance from the body. 


Coroner McLanghlin called Hauser 


before him and gave him a hearing. It 
was purely perfunctory, however, and 
but little was said. Hauser refused to 
make any statement whatsoever at this 
time and was held in $500 bail for a 
further hearine. Bail was furnished 
and he was released. 


The center of interest was the impro- 


vised morgue, and a strange spectacle 
for this city of proverbial gaiety was 
the continual procession of undertakers' 
wagons bowling along Atlantic avenue, 
the principal thoroughfare, carrying 
bodies to that place and later to the 
Pennsylvania railroad station. Inside 
the morgue tragic scenes were being en- 
acted throughout the day. 


TORPEDO" ~80ATS. 


Cblno-Jopanese War Furnishes Pointer* 


to Naval Architects. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—One effect of 


the late Ohino-Japanese war which is 
just developing, was to direct the atten- 
tion of naval architects to the necessity 
of providing some armor for the little 
torpedo boats which form the main re- 
liance of many ports for defense against 
hostile fleets, and are also necessary ad- 
juncts of these very fleets. Among the 
Japanese torpedo boats which covered 
themselves with glory in the attacks 
upon the Chinese fleets at Port Arthur 
and Wei-Hai-Wei was the little Kotaka, 
a vessel buiit 11 years ago by Yarrow. 
She had some armor, not much, it is 
true, but one inch over the boilers aud 
machinery, and this enabled her to run 
in where no other boat could escape &• 
struction.

Physicians said he could 
live but a few hours.

The mysteries of Li Hung Chang's 


private cuisine at the Grand hotel in 
Paris have been made known.

The 


voluntary surrender of the option to 
redeem In silver dollars caused the 
raids on the treasury gold. 


Not a dollar of treasury notes were 


presented until October 14,1891, for 
redemption either in gold or silver. 
They were a legal tender, and no- 
body wanted them redeemed. This 
surrender by the Republican admin- 
istration was voluntary and was in 
defiance of the express law and the 
purpose of the law and the expressed 
will of congress. 
The 
executive 


branch had no right on earth to sur- 
render this option. It was in dis- 
obedience to legislation; it was in dis- 
obedience to the expressed will of 
congress. It was not in the interest 
ot the people. It was not in the in- 
terest of the masses. It might do in 
a monarchy, but not in a republican 
government. We are the only na- 
tion on this earth with full legal ten- 
der gold and silver coins and a paper 
currency redeemable in coin that has 
surrendered its option and Invited 
gold raiders and gold speculators to 
come with treasury notes and green- 
backs and get gold. 


Secretary Foster redeemed not one 


solitary treasury note in silver. Sec- 
retary Carlisle has redeemed more 
than 919,377,000 of the treasury notes 
with standard silver dollars, and has 
retired and canceled them, and no 
harm has come. Had every ounce of 
silver bullion in the treasury been 
coined into standard silver dollars 
and every treasury note redeemed 
and canceled no harm would have 
come, Secretary Foster redeemed in 
gold, from the 14th day of October, 
1891, to the expiration of his term, 
over 134,000,000 of the treasury notes, 
and Secretary Carlisle, up to October 
last, had redeemed over 843,000,000 
Over 841,000.000 of them were pre 
sented at Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia. It was simply a meek 
surrender to the gold gamblers, as a 
convenience to tnem to them to get 
gold upon which to speculate 


From January, 1879, the date of 


the resumption of specie payments, 
to July 1, 1891, the greenbacks pre- 
sented for redemption were only a 
little over 834 000,000—834,000,000 in 
thirteen years, an annual average of 
only 82,629,619, and not a treasury 
note was ever presented for redemp- 
tion prior to October 14, 1891, and 
yet we exported from January 1, 
1879, to July 1, 1891, over $339,000,- 
000 in gold. There was no raid on 
the treasury.

.Now, let us examine since October 


14, 1891, or practically since July 1, 
1891 
From July 1, 1891, to October 


1, 1895, $275,000,000 of greenbacks 
had been redeemed in gold 
From 


July 14, 1891, to October 1, 1895, 
over $76,000,000 of treasury notes had 
been redeemed in gold. Over 8351,- 
000,000 of gold was taken from the 
treasury from July 1, 1S91, to Octo- 
ber 1, 1895, a little over four years, 
and yet in the thirteen preceding 
years, with 8346,000,000 of green- 
backs outstanding, only $34,000,000 
tad ever been presented for redemp- 
tion, and we exported at the same 
time from July i, 1891, to October 1, 
1895, 
nearly 8340,000,000 of gold 


Both notes were used to raid the 
treasury and take gold.—Pittsburg

Guernsey county, O , under date of 
Juh 21, 1896. writes "In Wednes 
day's Post you make the statement 
that 876,000,000 of silver treasury 
notes had oeen redeemed in gold 
since 1891.

The best answer we can «ive 
to this inquiry without going over a 
mass of finance reports, for which we 
have no time, is contained In the an* 
oe\ed extract from a speech made in 
the United States senate shortly be- 
lore its adjournment by Senator 
Cockrell, of Missouri. It was made 
in the course of an interesting debate 
between gold and silver senators, and 
although other parts of the speech 
were challenged, what Senator Cock- 
rell said of the redemption of legal 
tenders, or treasury notes, has never 
been disputed. We should preface 
the extract by stating that tne first 
treasury order directing the payment 
of treasury silver notes In gold was 
issued by Secretary of the Treasury 
Foster, under the Harrison adminis- 
tration, becirijig date October 14, 
1891, and addressed to the Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States at 
Bohton 
We now quote from Senator 


Coca.rell'3 speech, the figures given 
being obtained from the official rec- 
ords of the treasury. No attempt 
was made to deny them, either in 
the senate at the time of the debate 
or since then. Secretary Carlisle at 
first redeemed the treasury notes In 
silver, but subsequently changed his 
nnH(»yt in arrnrdance with his con- 
struction of the parity Jaw, and re- 
deemed them In gold 
But here is 


what Senator Cockrell says 


Mr Cockrell—* * * There was 


no raid for gold prior to October 14, 
1891. Why* Because of the gener- 
al belief that, the notes were redeem 
able In silver, and that the govern- 
ment reserved the option to so re- 
deem them, as stated by Secretary 
Sherman in his ftnacce report of 1878 
The stiver dollais until October 14, 


Congressman Newlanda, of Nevada, 


in addressing the silver convention 
at St Louis, said 


"Let me correct a misapprehension 


indulged in so largely by the eastern 
press as to the purpose of this move- 
ment. It is not intended to pay 
debts with 50 cent dollars or to drive 
away gold, or to debase our currency. 
Our purpose simply is, by increasing 
the coinage and use of silver, and by 
giving it equal privileges wi th gold, 
to raibe its value, and by diminish- 
ing the strain oa gold, which gold 
monometallism has caused to take 
away its uniust appreciation, and 
thus by pulling up the value of silver 
and pulling down the value of gold 
to restore the old ratio so that sixteen 
ounces of siher will be worth (In bul- 
lion as well as in coin) one ounce of 
gold 
Thus the old unit of value— 


the dollar—based on both metals In- 
stead of one, will be restored, and we 
shall have a gold dollar worth 100 
cents In silver and a Mlver dollar 
worth 300 cents in gold "

end of Prempeh*s hideous role, on the 
30th of January, 1S96. The recording 
angel saw at least one good deed doae 
on the earth that day, jotting it down 
to Boll's credit as a singularly satis- 
factory example of his work in the 
•world. Those who may like to possess a 
compact, faithful, most readable recorc 
of the campaign will find it in the illus- 
trated volume of Major Baden-Powtsll's, 
to which is appended a suggestive chap- 
ter by Sir George Baden-Powell, M. P., 
on the political and commercial position 
of Ashanti 


However mnch we may detest war, it 


is gratifying to recognize the fact that 
this west African one has been a service 
to humanity. King- Prempeh was one oi 
the three or four most appalling mon- 
sters with whom the British govern 
ment has had relations within the last 
20 years. Still, had it been merely a 
question of removing Prempeh, the suc- 
cessful expedition would not have de- 
served all the enlogimn we have just 
bestowed upon it. When on Jan. 20 
Prempeh did homage to Governor Mas- 
well, kneeling o» a biscuit bos, while 
his excellency sat on another, it 
not merely a black king who passed 
away, bat n whole atrocious system of 
blood, torture and state sorcery that 
had endured from immemorial time. 
The name Kuiaassi means "the death 
place." How well it deserved its name 
is made plain enough, in the first part of 
Major Baden-Powell's book. So numer- 
ous were Prempeh's executioners that 
two whole streets of the town were set 
apart for then; to live in. One of the 
streets was occupied by the executioners 
of men, women and children doomed to 
be sacrificed. In spite of the Wolseley 
treaty, human sacrifices were never 
stopped in Ashanti. At the harvest f es- 
tival human beings were sacrificed to 
the spirits. Whenever the king made a 
pilgrimage to his ancestral ghosts, he 
sacrificed 20 men, hacking their heads 
. oS aa the edge o£ his execution bowl, a 
vessel five feet across. 


"The blood of the victims was allowed 


to putrefy in the "bowl, and leaves oi 
certain, herbs being added it was con- 
sidered a very valuablefeiach medicine. " 
When a great personage died, "two oi 
his household slaves were at once killed 
on the threshold of the door, in order tc 
attend their master immediately in his 
new life, and his grave was afterward 
lined with the /bodies of more slaves 
who were to form his retinue in the 
spirit world." Sometimes the slaves, 01 
free people iidnaped for the purpose, 
were buried alive with the dead person- 
age.

' 'empire.'' Executions were decreed on 
any pretense. "It is even said that on 
one occasion he (Prempeh) preferred a. 
richer color in the red stucco on the 
walls of the palace and that for this' 
purpose* the blood of 400 virgins was 
used."

It has often been stated that Indi- 


an aad African natives who handle 
)oisonons snakes without taking 
any precaution protect themselves 
with the juice of an herb, the odor 
of •which is said to be very distaste- 
ful to the snakes. Various species 
>f the aristolochia, among them tho 
rirthwort and the Virginia snake- 
root, have the reputation in various 
jarts of the world of possessing the 
properties of keeping away venom- 
ous reptiles and insects and of coun- 
eracting their poison. These state- 
ments have as often been asserted 
as disputed by botanists aond chem- 
sts; but, according to a report made 
>y Mr. Sada, the botanist at the Co- 
onial park of Pondicherry, in India, 
»e has recently satisfied himself 
that the Aristolochia indica really 
Hsssesses such qualities. This plant 
5 known in Sanskrit as "ari" or 
hari," meaning "snake." One al- 


most believes oneself perusing an 
ild myth of Glaukos or Plinius 
•when reading Mr. Sarla's report, 
•where he claims to have observed -a 
hameleon which, after being stung 


a scorpion, hurriedly searched 


or an aristolochia bush and ate of 
ts leaves. The chameleon then re- 
mained lying on the ground for a 
hort time as if lifeless, and finally 
liting off a stem with a few leaves 
.ttacked the scorpion :with this 
aranch. As soon as the animal ad- 
vanced, the scorpion turned and fled. 


This sounds like a myth, but Mr. 


Sada ias also seen that a cobra 
snake, the head of which was sirew- 
d with aristolochia leaves, was 
•ized by their odor so that it could 
« killed without trouble. The steam- 
ng of aristolochia leaves is the best 
emedy against the plague of insects 
nd vermin, and in the province of 
Malabar the natives even carry 
wreaths of the foliage of the plants 
upon their heads in order to keep 


way stinging insects. Babies' cra- 
.les in that country are also sur- 
ounded by garlands of these leaves. 
It is high time that these reports 
honld be scientifically examined as 
o their real value, for the loss of 
ife by snake bites in India alone is 
till enormous. The experiments oi 
Clamefcte and Fraser, who claim to 
make people poisonproof by gradu- 
ally inoculating them -with the poi- 
sons, is not new. While it explains 
to some extent how several of the 
Indian snake charmers are poison- 
proof, it ia by no means possible to 
carry the idea out generally. It 
would be a physical impossibility to 
inoculate with snake poison the 
400,000,000 native inhabitants of In- 
dia and adjacent countries. As an 
old snake charmer has said to Mr. 
Sada, their secret is exclusively in 
the poisonproof qualities of the ari 
plant—that is, the aristolochia indi- 
ca. The swallowing of small quan- 
tities of the juice pressed from this 
plant and the rubbing of the skin 
-with it aro said to be a perfectly safe 
preventative against snakebites, for 
the simple reason that the snake, be- 
fore fastening its fangs, will turn 
away its head. It cannot stand the 
smell. As a consequence the snnko 
can never inflict a wound in such a 
•way as to imbed the poison i'angs iu 
the wound.—Philadelphia Record.
